MARIONETTE  PLAY 
"DON  QUIXOTE”  TO 
BE  GIVEN  TONIGHT 


Reputed  to  Be  Best  Show  of 
Kind  Ever  Produced;  Char- 
acters Made  as  Near  Hu- 
man as  Possible  in  Per- 
formance. 


Students  of  dramatic  love  will  find 
mucfi  to  interest  them  in  Tony  Sarg’s 
Marionettes  version  of  “Don 
Quixote”  which  will  be  presented  to- 
night at  eight-fifteen  and  “Uncle 
Wiggily”  which  will  be  presented  at 
a matinee  at  four  o’clock. 

“Don  Quixote” -is  reputed  to  be  the 
best  Marionette  show  ever  produced. 

Not  merely  does  this  famous  ro- 
mance of  Cervante’s  date  back  to  the 
time  when  Marionettes  were  legion  in 
Europe.  Mr.  Sarg  has  gathered  cost- 
ly and  rare  miniature  shawls  of  silk, 
trappings  for  his  horses,  cqstumes 
and  armour  for  his  ladies  and  knights 
and  many  other  bits  of  ancient  art 
that  many  museums  would  be  proud 
to  own.  The  little  figures  in  the 
visiting  show,  which  plays  for  Don, 
came  from  Palazzo  Corminate  in 
Venice. 

There  are  sixty-four  characters, 
human,  animal  and  insect  in  the  play, 
the  characters  are  Nickolas,  Sancho 
Panza,  Dr.  Perez,  Marie,  Rosinante, 
Delcinea-,  Dapple,  Duke  and  Dutchess 
of  Barataria,  Peter,  villagers,  torea- 
dors, sheep  and  lambs. 

The  figures  are  made  in  exact  pro- 
portion. Mr.  Sarg  carries  his  own 
stage  furniture,  properties,  curtains; 
hangings  and  scenery,  so  that  a special 
miniature  theatre  with  complete  equip- 
ment is  set  up  for  each  performance. 

“Uncle  Wiggily”  is  an  adapattion  of 
the  famous  Uncle  Wiggily  stories  by 
Howard  R.  Garis,  for  these  tiny 
wooden  dolls.  The  production  has 
been  especially  recommended  by  Mr. 


Is  Permitted  to  Wear  “Y’* 

After  Waiting  23  Years 


Official  recognition  is  at  last  being 
given  to  one  of  the  Young  Univer- 
sities first  inter-collegiate  forensic 
contestants,  Mr.  Ed.  M.  Rowe,  who 
after  twenty-three  years,  has  been 
permitted  to  wear  an  official  block 
“Y”  letter. 

Mr.  Rowe  was  a member  of  the  first 
debating  team  that  met  the  University 
of  Utah  in  an  inter  school  debate. 
But  due  to  the  fact  that  no  honors 
were , given  that  year  for  such  an 
activity  he  left  school  without  secur- 
ing the  right  to  wear  the  “Y”.  How- 
ever, he  is  back  in  school  this  year  and 
has  applied  for  that  privilege  and  it 
has  been  granted  him  by  the  Student 
Body  Council.  The  following  account 
has  been  given  of  that  first  contest  in 
which  the  B.  Y.  U.  then  the  Brigham 
Young  Academy,  participated. 

The  first  intercollegiate  Literary 
contest  and  debate  between  the  Uni- 
versity of  Utah  and  the  Brigham 
Young  Academy  was  held  Thursday 
evening,  May  4,  1899,  in  the  Salt 
Lake  Theatre.  The  building  was 
packed  with  students  and  friends  of 
both  institutions. 

Seated  upon  the  stage  were  Govern- 
or Heber  M.  Wells,  the  faculties  of 
both  institutions,  members  of  the  Salt 
Lake  City  Board  of  Education,  and 
many  other  prominent  citizens  of  the 
state.  Chief  Justice  Bartch,  ex-Chief 
Justice,  Zane  and  Judge  Hender- 
son occupied  seats  in  the  body  of  the 
house  and  acted  as  judges. 

Stephen  L.  Richards  of  the  Univer- 
sity was  first  introduced,  he  gave  a 
story,  entitled  “After  Long  Years” 
and  his  effort  was  warmly  applauded. 
Miss  Annie  Pike,  charming  poetress,

and  author  of  *he  B.  Y.  U.  College 
song,  was  Mr.  Richard’s  opponent. 
Her  theme  was  ‘The  Volunteer’  which 
she  presented  with  a style  captivating 
and  invincible. 

Governor  Wells  then  stated  the  sub. 
ject  for  debate  which  was,  “Resolved, 
that  the  United  States  ought  to  Re- 
tain the  Phillipines.”  He  introduced 
Mr.  R.  Leo  Bird  of  the  B.  Y.  A.,  who 
made  the  first  argument  for  the  af- 
firmative. 

Mr.  N.  T.  Porter  o fthe  University 
of  Utah  was  the  next  speaker,  he  con- 
tended that  the  United  States  could 
not  honorably  retain  the  islands.  Ed. 
M.  Rowe  was  the  second  affirmative 
speaker  and  spoke  for  the  retention  of 
the  Phillipines,  affirming  that  they 
had  been  committed  to  our  care  by 
the  God  of  nations  and  that  we  should 
not  shirk  our  moral  obligations.  Mr. 
Joseph  J.  Cannon  concluded  for  the 
negative  and  was  followed  by  the  re- 
buttal speeches  made  by  Messrs 
Porter  and  Bird. 

The  unanimous  decision  of  the 
judges  was  given  to  the  B.  Y.  A.  con- 
testants. Judge  Bartch  gave  the 
original  and  narration  award  to  Miss 
Pike  of  whom  he  stated  that  Utah 
should  be  proud.  The  debate  was 
given  to  the  B.  Y.  Academy. 

The  “Y”  feels  justly  proud  of  that 
victory  because  it  paved  the  way  for 
many  more  to  come  and  was  the  re- 
sult of  a decision  over  some  of  the 
best  minds  in  the  state  and  the  school 
was  duly  appreciative.  Enthusiasm 
ran  high  and  the  Brigham  Young 
Academy’s  first  victory  became  a 
tradition  for  other  contestants  to 
strive  for.

“We  are  the  green  members  of  the 
institution  and  therefore  should  be 
allowed  the  exclusive  right  to  that 
color,”  was  the  plea  of  the  Freshman 
Prexy  last  Monday  as  he  sought  as- 
sistance from  the  school  authorities 
in  preventing  violation  of  that  prin- 
ciple by  members  of  the  Block  “Y” 
Club. 

Le  Grande  Noble,  the  Senior  pres- 
ident, was  the  hne  who  ran  afoul 
of  that  new  tradition  and  he  was 
promptly  called  to  account  by  the  ag- 
grieved Frosh  but  was  upheld  by  the 
Block  “Y”  officials  who  stated  that 
it  was  simply  an  initiation  stunt  and 
therefore  Mr.  Noble  was  not  simply 
trying  to  masquerade  as  a Freshman. 
The  Freshies  however,  failed  to  get 
that  point  of  view.  The  result  was 
an  appeal  to  President  Harris,  who  de- 
clared in  favor  of  the  lower  classmen. 

Mr.  Noble  complied  with  the  re- 
quirements and  relinquished  the  cap 
which  was  the  object  of  controversy, 
replacing  it  with  another  green  cap 
which,  however,  did  not  have  the 
blue  “Y”  on  the  front. 

According  to  interested  parties, 
differences  are  apparently  adjusted 
and  the  initiation  exercises  will  pro- 
bably be  allowed  to  proceed  as  sched- 
uled without  further  conflict.

The  “Y”  tankers  were  responsible 
for  a tremenduous  shock  in  collegiate 
swimming  circles  when  they  easily 
splashed  their  way  into  second  place 
after  pushing  the  Utah  champions  to 
the  limit.  The  meet  was  undoubtedly 
the  most  successful  ever  held,  with 
competition  so  keen  that  the  men  had 
to  break  four  state  records  to  win  the 
various  events. 

George  Nelson,  Utah  veteran  was 
high  point  man,  with  12j^  points. 
Fred  Richen,  the  fleet  “Y”  Frosh 
pushed  Nelson  to  the  utmost,  emerg- 
ing with  10j4  points.  However,  Nel- 
son was  allowed  to  enter  four  events 
as  compared  with  Richen’s  three  and 
the  “Y”  man  gave  Nelson  such  com- 
petition in  the  220  yard  dash  and  the 
relay  that  hq  was  barely  nosed  out. 

Stevens  of  the  “Y”  though  handi- 
capped by  prolonged  illness  and  los- 
ing yards  by  a fall  at  the  start,  gained 
on  Freebairn  and  lost  only  by  inches 
in  the  forty  yard  breast  stroke. 

Sandburg  got  off  to  a poor  start 
in  the  one  hundred  yard  dash  but 
won  handily  from  Nelson  the  Utah 
ace. 

All  five  “Y”  men  placed,  winning 
their  letters.  The  A.  C.  made  a rather 
mediocre  showing,  garnering  only 
two  seconds  and  five  thirds.

Talking  on  athletics  and  the  man, 
he  made  this  definition:  “Education 
consists  in  learning  the  rules  of  the 
game  and  there  is  nothing  better  than 
athletics  to  teach  a fellow  the  rules 
of  life.” 

Professor  Merrill  closed  with  the 
reading  of  a poem  by  Walt  Whitman; 
pointing  out  that  “a  manly  man  is 
one  who’s  inward  energy  controls 
this  outward  tool.”

HAZEL  NOBLE  TO 
BE  MEDAL  DONOR 


Miss  Hazel  Nora  Noble,  a graduate 
of  the  Brigham  Young  University,  is 
to  be  the  donor  of  a new  medal,  to 
be  known  as  the  “Noble  Medal  in 
Home  Economics.” 

This  is  the  first  medal  to  be  given 
which  has  designated  that  the  winner 
should  be  a Home!  Economics  student. 
The  first  award  will  be  made  some 
time  during  May.  The  head  of  the 
Home  Economics  Departmen,  the 
Dean  of  Women,  and  one  or*  more 
others  whom  they  may  wish  to 
choose,  will  form  the  committee  to 
designate  a-  Junior  or  a Senior  girl 
in  the  department  as  the  girl  most 
deserving  of  the  medal. 

The  following  points  have  been 
designated  by  Miss  Noble  as  the 
standard  on  which  the  choice  is  to 
be  made:  First,  qualities  of  woman- 

hood; second,  the  girl  who,  by  her 
habits  and  social  standards  gives  the 
best  evidence  of  the  application  of 
Home  Economics  prinicples  to  daily 
life;  third,  excellency  in  scholastic 
subjects;  fourth,  the  attainment  of 
an  attitude  of  mind  toward  homemak- 
ing, which  renders  it  a contribution, 
in  its  broadest  sense,  to  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  community. 

Miss  Noble  graduated  from  the 
Home  Economics  department  last 
year,  and  at  present  is  engaged  in 
State  Demonstration  Work  in  Home 
Economics  for  the  State  of  Wyoming, 
her  headquarters  at  present  being  in 
Afton,  Wyoming.  Her  work  is  in 
connection  with  the  State  Department 
of  Agriculture  and  with  the  University 
of  Wyoming.  Her  work  ranges  over 
three  counties,  where  she  is  giving 
numerous  demonstrations  in  all 
branches  of  Home  Economics. 

The  award  comes  as  an  added 
stimulus  to  the  members  of  the  de- 
partment, and  all  are  enthusiastic.

Dr.  Talmage  Finishes 
Lecture  Series 

Dr.  James  E.  Talmage  gave  the 
last  of  his  series  of  lectures  on  the 
Priesthood  and  church  organization, 
in  assembly.,  Wednesday  morning. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  lecture,  the 
speaker  answered  questions  submitted 
by  the  Student  Body.  He  continued 
his  lecture  as  follows:  “Church  disci- 
pline is  essential  to  proper  church 
government.  The  form  of  government 
was  established  by  the  Lord  at  the 
time  of  Adam.” 

“The  authority  of  the  Holy  Priest- 
hood is  the  power  by  which  the 
church  is  administered.” 

“A  few  minor  changes  have  been 
made  in  a few  of  the  church  practices, 
from  what  they  were  on  the  Eastern 
continent.  This,  however,  is  not 
necessarily  a divergence  from  the 
original  Church  of  Christ,  or  a di- 
gression from  the  faith.” 

Dr.  Talmage  continued  by  saying, 
“The  order  of  government  of  the 
church  is  not  an  order  envolved  by 
man,  but  was  given  in  all  essentials 
by  revelation  from  God.  We  are  the 
church  of  Jesus  Christ  in  form  as 
well  as  in  fact.”

A new  attraction  is  announced  for 
the  summer  school  at  the  Brigham 
Young  University  this  year.  It  is  to 
be  a school  of  coaches  and  is  to  be 
headed  by  one  of  America’s  best 
known  and  most  successful  coaches. 
This  person  is  none  other  than  Knute 
K.  Rockne,  Notra  Dame’s  great  foot- 
ball coach. 

The  school  of  coaches  will  no  doubt 
attract  high  school  coaches  from  all 
parts  of  the  state  and  no  doubt  will 
be  attended  by  a few  college  coaches. 
All  arrangements  are  being  made  for 
the  coaches  to  bring  their  wives  and 
families  and  spend  their  summer  va- 
cation in  the  Garden  City. 

The  coming  to  Provo  of  such  a re- 
nowned coach  as  that  of  the'  famous 
Notre  Dame  University  will  afford  an 
opportunity  that  few  Utah  state  high 
school  mentors  can  afford  to  miss. 
Especially  will  this  be  true  if  the 
popular  American  college  game  is  a 
part  of  the  athletic  schedule  at  their 
schools. 

Coach  Knute  Rockne  has  won  more 
championships  in  college  football  for 
Notre  Dame  than  most  of  the  big 
schools  have  ever  seen.  For  the  last 
ten  years  this  great  Indiana  institu- 
tion has  had  some  of  the  best  foot- 
ball teams  in  America. 

The  school  of  coaches  will  be  held 
in  the  Brigham  Young  University 
commencing  with  the  first  summer 
session  June  9th.  It  will  continue  for 
six  weeks  ending  July  20th.

Dr.  Brimhall  Urges 
Cleanliness 

“Years  ago  when  I read  Emerson’s 
essay  on  ‘Ode  to  the  Pine  Tree,’  he 
spoke  of  it  as  a source  of  strength,” 
said  . Dr.  Brimhall  in  his  regular  lec- 
ture to  the  Student  Body  on  Monday, 
and  continued,  “I  remember  standing 
on  the  hillside  in  a grove  of  pine 
trees.  An  avalanche  had  swept  down 
some  time  in  the  early  days  and 
nearly  all  the  trees  , had  suffered  the 
pressure  of  a circumstance  and  had 
been  bent.  But  standing  as  they  did 
on  that  steep  hillside,  bent  by  the 
environment  that  they  had  met  in 
their  early  days,  every  tree  insisted 
on  growing  straight.  That  stated  to 
me,  no  matter  how  much  on  the  steep 
hillside  I am  placed,  no  matter  what 
circumstances  may  come  against  me 
and  accidentally  bend  me,  I shall  be 
like  the  pine  tree  and  insist  on  fol- 
lowing my  destiny  by  growing 
straight. 

“There  is  another  tree  I w'duld 
have  you  look  at.  It  is  not  noted  as 
an  evergreen,  neither  is  it  known  as 
a source  of  timber  except  for  special 
purposes.  It  is  the  most  tenacious 
wood,  almost  impervious  to  pressure, 
it  will  not  crack,  it  will  hold  its  place, 
and  it  is  used  where  great  strength 
is  required,  great  strength  in  small 
places  as  well  as  in  large. 

“I  have  seen  it  in  many  places  and 
always  it  has  stood  clean.  It  has  the 
individual  ability  of  cleaning  itself. 
It  seems  to  revolt  against  having  any 
place  in  ts  bark  that  would  harbor 
the  microbe.  What  a wonderful  les- 
son for  the  individual,  and  what  a 
lesson  for  the  community,  and  in  the 
light  of  what  is  being  done  this  week 
the  lesson  is  more  obvious.  I speak 
of  the  sycamore,  the  tree  that  grows 
clean,  cleans  itself  and  produces 
timber  for  places  where  great  strength 
is  required.” 

In  the  light  of  the  movement  this 
week,  Dr.  Brimhall  asked  Professor 
Harrison  R.  Merrill  to  read  “The  Fly’s 
Soliloquy,”  to  emphasize  the  necessity 
of  strength  and  determination  to  keep 
clean,  clean  our  homes,  and  grow 
strong.” 


Seven  Men  and  Women  of 
National  Repute  to  be  En- 
gaged  for  Either  Part  or 
Whole  Time;  Will  Repeat 
Timp  School. 


The  summer  session  of  the  Brigham 
Young  University,  registration  for 
which  will  begin  June  9,  according  to 
Dr.  Hugh  M.  Woodward,  is  to  be  one 
of  the  most  pretentious  ever  held  at 
the  local  institution.  In  addition  to 
the  regular  faculty  of  experts  there 
will  be  seven  men  and  women  of  na- 
tional repute  engaged  either  for  part 
or  whole  time.  These  people  from 
outside  of  the  state  will  bring  to  the 
summer  school  students  the  very  best 
there  is  to  offer  in  their  respective 
branches  of  education. 

The  first  six  weeks  the  school  will 
be  held  at  the  plant  in  Provo,  where 
special  attention  will  be  given  to 
those  subjects  in  which  teachers  of 
elementary  education,  men  and  wo- 
men working  for  degrees,  and  grad- 
uate students  will  be  directly  interest- 
e.  A demonstration  class  is  to  be 
maintained  where  demonstrations 
may  be  conducted  by  experts  in  school 
room  methods. 

An  announcement  of  special  inter- 
est is  made  by  Dean  Woodward  con- 
cerning the  Alpine  session  at  Aspen 
Grove  during  the  second  term.  Dr. 
Henry  C.  Cowles,  plant  ecologist  of 
the  University  of  Chicago  has  been 
engaged  for  the  second  six  weeks  and 
^will  conduct  classes  at  Aspen  Grove 
where  students  of  all  branches,  the 
geologist,  the  biologist,  the  zoologist, 
the  botanist,  as  well  as  the  artist  and 
nature  lover,  all  find  ample  material 
for  their  work. 

Doctor  Cowles  will  bring  a class  of 
students  from  the  University  of  Chi- 
cago to  take  his  work  in  plant  ecology 
and  will  also  offer  opportunities  for 
western  students  to  take  the  same 
courses  for  credit,  either  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Chicago  or  the  Brigham 
Young  University. 

The  Brigham  Young  University  is 
especially  fortunate  in  securing  the 
services  of  Mary  Schenck  Woolman, 
of  Columbia  University.  Miss  Wool- 
man  is  a noted  lecturer  and  writer  on 
home  economics.  She  held  the  first 
professorship  in  domestic  art  in 
Columbia  University  and  is  the 
founder  and  builder  of  the  Manhattan 
Trade  School  for  Girls,  New  York 
City.  She  was  the  chairman  of  the 
committee  that  developed  the  Camp- 
fire girl  movement.  Her  work  at  the 
Brigham  Young  University  will  con- 
cern itself  largely  with  textiles  and 
problems  connected  with  the  working 
girl. 

Special  opportunities  for  grade 
teachers  in  elementary  education  is 
being  provided.  Dr.  Mead  is  a spe- 
cialist in  that  field  and  will  give 
classes  in  special  methods  and  class- 
room management.  Besides  Doctor 
Mead  a number  of  other  teachers  will 
be  giving  work  in  this  field.  A dem- 
onstration school  will  be  maintained. 

Since  the  organization  of  the  grad- 
uate club  last  year,  special  emphasis 
is  being  placed  on  graduate  work. 
According  to  Dean  Woodward,  with 
this  array  of  talent  in  the  state  and 
with  the  local  faculty  of  eminent  men 
in  their  fields  there  is  no  reason  why 
men  working  for  master’s  degrees 
should  go  out  of  the  state  of  Utah  for 
instruction.  He  argues  that  it  is 
cheaper  and  better  to  bring  in  two  or 
three  experts  who  can  teach  sixty  or 
seventy  men  and  women  than  it  is 
for  sixty  or  seventy  men  and  women 
to  take  long  trips  east  and  west  to 
get  the  same  instruction.

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COUNCIL  PASSES 
ATHLETIC  RULES 


Honor  rules  governing  the  award- 
ing of  honors  in  athletic  events  were 
recently  presented  to  and  passed  by 
the  Student  Body  Council.  They 
have  been  in  effect  since  the  close  of 
the  basketball  season.  They  were 
passed  as  follows: 

The  following  rules  shall  govern 
the  awarding  of  athletic  honors  for 
the  participants  in  the  several  sports 
at  the  B.  Y.  U. 

For  the  sake  of  general  classifica- 
tion the  sports  shall  be  divided  as 
follows:  Major  Sports,  Major-Minor 
Sports,  and  Minor  Sports. 

1.  MAJOR  SPORT.  (1)  Football 
shall  constitute  the  only  major  sport. 
The  official  block  “Y”  eight  inches 
in  size  shall  be  given  only  to  the  par- 
ticipants who  shall  qualify  for  honor 
in  this  sport.  Those  who  shall  par- 
ticipate in  at  least  six  quarters  of 
var^jty  Rocky  .Mountain  Conference 
Football  shall  be  eligible  for  honor. 
The  letter  shall  be  white.  For  the 
first  year  it  shall  be  placed  upon  the 
center  of  a blue,  “V”  shaped,  roll- 
neck  sweater.  The  awarding  of  this 
hovnor  shall  of  course  be  governed  by 
any  chances  which  may  in  the  future 
be  necessary  to  most  Conference  rul- 
ings. 

For  the  second  year  it  shall  be  a 
sweater  as  above  with  two  half  inch 
white  stripes  on  the  left  arm,  or  it 
shall  be  a 68  by  74  inch  blue  blanket 
with  a white  eight  inch  block  “Y”  in 
the  center. 

For  the  third  year  it  shall  be  a 
sweater  as  above  except  with  three 
one-half  inch  white  stripes  on  the  left 
arm,  or  a blue  bath  robe  with  an  eight 
inch  white  block  “Y”  on  the  left  side 
of  the  robe  over  the  chest. 

For  the  fourth  year  it  shall  be  a 
sweater  as  above  with  four  one-half 
inch  white  stripes  on  the  left  arm,  or 
a gold  medal  in  the  shape  of  a foot- 
ball to  be  used  as  a watch  fob.  It 
shall  be  one  inch  long  and  the  width, 
of  course,  in  proportion  to  the  length 
with  a gold  block  “Y”  inscribed  there,, 
on  togther  with  the  winner’s  name 
and  the  year  received. 

It  is  provided  further  that  the  ath- 
letes themselves  shall  be  given  the 
choice  as  to  which  of  the  awards  they 
shall  take  where  more  than  one  are 
provided. 

2.  MAJOR-MINOR  SPORTS. 
Basketball,  track  and  field,  and  base- 
ball shall  constitute  this  group  of 
sports.  The  letter  awarded  for  this 
group  of  sports  shall  be  a five  inch 
block  “Y”  of  such  color  and  placed 
in  such  position  for  each  of  the 
sports  as  hereinafter  provided. 

1.  BASKETBALL.  Any  partici- 
pant to  be  eligible  for  honor  in  basket- 
ball must  have  participated  in  at  least 
twenty-five  per'  cent  of  the  halves.  For 
the  first  year  a blue  five  inch  block 
“Y”  shall  be  given  mounted  upon  the 
center  of  a white  “V”  neck-sweater 
without  a roll  collar. 

For  the  second  year  it  shall  be  a 
sweater  as  above  with  two  blue  one- 
half  inch  stripes  on  the  left  arm,  or 
it  shall  be  a white  66  by  70  inch 
blanket  with  a five  inch  blue  block 
“Y”  in  the  center. 

For  the  third  year  it  shall  be  a 
sweater  as  described  above  with  three 
blue  one-half  inch  stripes  on  the  left 
arm,  or  a blue  bathrobe  with  a white 
five  inch  block  “Y”  on  the  left  side 
over  the  chest. 

For  the  fourth  year  it  shall  be  a 
sweater  as  described  above  with  four 
blue  one-half  inch  stripes  on  the  left 
arm,  or  it  shall  be  a gold  medal  one 
and  one  half  inches  long  and  three- 
fourths  of  an  inch  wide  with  a gold 
block  “Y”  superimposed  thereon,  to- 
gether with  the  name  of  the  winner, 
the  year,  and  the  sport  in  which  it 
was  won  inscribed  on  the  back  face. 
The  athlete  shall  be  given  his  choice 


as  to  which  honor  he  shall  receive 
for  each  of  the  years  he  is  eligible 
.for  honor  after  the  first. 

2.  TRACK  AND  FIELD.  Any 
participant  to  be  eligible  for  honor  in 
these  sports  must  win  first  place  in 
a dual  meet  or  “place”  in  the  state 
meet.  For  the  first  year  a white  five 
inch  block  “Y’^mounted  on  the 
center  of  a blue  “V”  necked  sweater 
without  a roll  collar  shall  be  given. 

For  the  second  year  it  shall  be  a 
sweater  as  above  with  two  white  one- 
half  inch  stripes  on  the  left  arm,  or 
a blue  66  by  70  blanket  with  a white 
five  inch  block  “Y”  in  the  center. 

For  the  third  year  it  shall  be  a 
sweater  as  above  with  three  one-half 
inch  white  stripes  on  the  left  arm,  or 
a blue  bathrobe  with  a five  inch  block 
“Y”  on  the  back. 

For  the  fourth  year  it  shall  be  a 
sweater  as  above  with  four  one-half 
inch  white  stripes  on  the  left  arm,  or 
gold  medal  one  and  one-half  inches 
by  three-fourths  of  an  inch  with  a 
gold  block  “Y”  superimposed  there- 
on together  with  the  name  of  the 
winner,  the  sport  in  which  it  was  won 
and  the  , year  inscribed  on  the  back 
face. 

After  the  first  year  an  honor  man 
in  this  field  of  sport  may  take  his 
choice  of  the  two  described  awards  for 
his  particular  year  of  service. 

3.  BASEBALL.  Any  participant 
to  be  eligible  for  honor  in  this  sport 
must  have  taken  part  in  fifty  per  cent 
of  the  games.  For  the  first  year  a 
blue  roll  necked  coat  sweater  with  a 
five  inch  white  block  “Y”  mounted 
on  the  left  side  over  the  chest  shall 
be  given. 

For  the  second  year  it  shall  be  a 
sweater  as  described  above  with  two 
one-half  inch  white  stripes  on  the  left 
arm,  on,  a 66  by  70  inch  blue  blanket 
with  a white  five  inch  block  “Y”  in 
one  corner. 

For  the  third  year  it  shall  be  a 
sweater  as  described  above  with  three 
one-half  inch  white  stripes  on  the  left 
arm,  or,  a blue  bathrobe  with  a white 
five  inch  block  “Y”  on  the  right  side 
over  the  chest. 

For  the  fourth  year  it  shall  be  a 
sweater  as  above  with  four  one-half 
inch  white  stripes  on  the  left  arm, 
or,  a gold  medal  one  and  one  half 
inches  long  and  three-fourths  inch 
wide  with  a gold  block  “Y”  superim- 
posed thereon.  The  name  of  the 
winner,  the  year  and  the  sport  in 
which  it  was  won  shall  be  inscribed 
on  the  back  face. 

Honor  men  for  the  second,  third  or 
fourth  years  may  have  their  choice  of 
the  awards  where  more  than  one  are 
provided,  for  that  particular  year. 

3.  MINOR  SPORTS.  Tennis, 
swimming  and  wrestling  shall  consti- 
tute this  group  of  sports.  The  award 
shall  be  a three  inch  block  “Y”  of 
the  color  and  in  such  position  on  the 
sweater  as  shall  hereinafter  be  provid- 
ed. 

1.  TENNIS.  Any  participant  to 
be  eligible  for  honor  in  this  sport 
must  have  taken  part  in  at  least  fifty 
per  cent  of  the  double  games  in  which 
he  is  eligible  to  participate,  or  win  a 
singles  event. 

For  the  first  year  he  shall  be  given 
a white  “V”  necked  silk  and  wool  non- 
roll sweater  coat  with  a three  inch

For  the 
second  year  he  shall  receive  the  same 
sweater  with  two  blue  one-half  inch 
stripes  on  the  left  arm.  For  the  third 
year  he  shall  receive  the  same  sweater 
as  for  the  first  year  except  that  it 
shall  have  three  blue  one-half  inch 
stripes  on  the  left  arm,  For  the 
fourth  year  it  shall  be  a sweater  as 
for  the  first  year  except  that  it  shall 
have  four  one-half  inch  blue  stripes 
on  the  left  arm. 

2.  WRESTLING.  Any  partici- 
pant to  be  eligible  for  honor  must 
win  a match  in  the  state  wrestling 
meet.  For  the  first  year  the  honor 
shall  be  a blue  fully  closed  roll  neck 
slip-over  regular  wrestler’s  sweater 
with  a three  inch  white  bock  “Y”  on 
the  lower  left  hand  corner  of  the 
sweater.  For  the  second  year  the 
same  honor  as  for  the  first  shall  be 
given  except  that  there  shall  be  two 
white  one-half  inch  stripes  on  the 
left  arm.  For  the  third  year  the  same 
as  for  the  first  except  that  there  shall 
be  three  white  one-half  inch  stripes  on 
the  left  arm.  For  the  fourth  year  the 
same  as  for  the  first  except  that  there 
shall  be  four  one-half  inch  white' 
stripes  on  the  left  arm. 

3.  SWIMMING.  Any  participant 
to  be  eligible  for  honor  in  this  sport 
must  place  in  a state  meet.  The 
award  for  the  first  year  shall  be  a 
white  “V”  necked  light  sweater  with- 
out a roll  collar  with  a blue  fhree  inch 
block  “Y”  in  the  center.  For  the  sec- 
ond year  the  award  shall  be  the  same 
as  for  the  first  except  that  two  half 
isch  blue  stripes  shall  be  placed  on 
the  left  arm.  For  the  third  year  the 
same  as  for  the  first  except  that  three 
one-half  inch  blue  stripes  shall  be 
placed  on  the  left  arm.  For  the  fourth 
year  the  same  as  for  the  first  except 
that  four  one-half  inch  blue  stripes 
shall  be  placed  on  the  left  arm. 

4.  GENERAL  PROVISIONS. 
Under  no  conditions,  where  an  ath- 
lete shall  violate  the  laws  of  the  in- 
stitution or  bring  discredit  on  the  in- 
stitution or ‘the  student  body,  shall 
honors  be  given  dispite  the  fulfillment 
of  the  eligibility  requirements.  More- 
over, any  individual  who  has  already 
received  the  official  honor  of  the  stu- 
dent body,  shall  forfeit  the  honor  al- 
ready conferred. 

2.  The  coach  and  manager  after 
having  presented  evidence  of  the 
eligibility  for,  honor  acording  to  these 
rules  shall  recommend  to  the  student 
body  those  eligible  after  the  comple- 
tion of  each  sport. 

3.  Four  year  men  who  by  that 
length  of  service  have  attained  the 
highest  distinction  in  a given  sport 
shall  be  given  their  suits  together  with 
the  honors  as  above  provided. 

4.  Football  honors  shall  be  given 
at  the  annual  football  banquet  each 
year  after  the  football  season  is  over. 
All  other  honors  shall  be  given  at  the 
regular  honor  day  in  the  spring. 

5.  Any  man  who  shall  serve  faith- 
fully for  four  years  on  any  varsity 
squad  in  a given  activity  shall,  with- 
out having  won  an  honor  upon  the 
approval  of  the  student  body  council 
be  given  a complimentary  award.

The  award  shall 
be  the  same  as  that  given  for  first  year 
honor  men  in  the  sport  in  which  he 
has  served  as  a squad  member  for 
four  years.  The  manager  and  coach 
shall  recommend  such  men  to  the 
Student  Body  Council  for  their  ap- 
proval. 

6.  The  manager  shall  each  year 
receive  for  his  services  a white  “V” 
necked  roll  colored  slip-over  sweater 
with  a five  inch  blue  block  “Y”  in  the 
center  mounted  on  a beehive  in  a 
similar  fashion  to  the  design  of  the 
student  body  officers  pins. 

7.  These  rules  shall  go  into  effect 
at  the  end  of  the  basketball  season 
of  1923.

Professor  Cummings

This  spring  we  are  losing  several 
of  our  instructors  who  are  going 
away  to  continue  their  work  in  their 
various  subjects.  Qne  who  will  be 
missed  badly  because  his  work  brings 
him  in  contact  with  so  many  students 
is  Professor  B.  F.  Cummings  of  the 
foreign  language  department. 

No  man  can  go  through  the  process 
of  learning  five  or  six  different 
languages  without  ferreting  into  the 
depths  of  human  nature*  and  no  one 
can  know  human  nature  so  well  with- 
out  becoming  immensely  human  him- 
self. Perhaps  this  one  point  has 
brought  Professor  Cummings 
closer  contact  with  his  students  than 
anything  else.  They  will  never  forget 
their  French,  German,  Spanish,  Latin, 
etc.,  partly  because  of  the  language’s 
sake  and  partly  because  in  their  learn- 
ing it,  they  so  thoroughly  enjoyed 
themselves.  This  enjoyment  has 
come  through  a human  touch,  pre- 
sented by  their  instructor. 

Professor  B.  F.  Cummings  was 
born  in  Logan,  Utah.  His  father  was 
a newspaper  man.  He  was  brought 
up  and  received  his  elementary  educa. 
tion  in  Salt  Lake  City.  Part  of  his 
high  school  education  was  taken 
New  York  City  and  was  finished  at 
the  L.  D.  S.  University  in  Salt  Lake. 
After  he  graduated  he  went  on  a 
three  year  mission  to  Germany  and 
there  laid  the  foundation  for  his 
linguistic  work.  When  he  returned 
he  went  on  with  college,  studying  for 
a while  in  the  University  of  Chicago, 
then  returning  to  receive  his  degree 
at  the  l^niversity  of  Utah.  Hs  major 
was  German  and  his  minor  French. 
Since  he  finished  college  he  has  done 
post-graduate  work  at  the  University 
of  Utah  in  French,  German,  and 
particularly  in  phonetics.  He  spent 
last  summer  at  the  University  of 
Chicago  and  there  met  Professor 
Oliver  M.  Johnson  of  the  Leland 
Stanford  University  who  was  there 
as  an  “exchange  professor”  and  was 
head  of  the  department  of  Romantic 
languages.  Professor  Johnson  was 
the  chief  factor  in  persuading  Profes- 
sor Cummings  to  go  to  Palo  Alto  this 
spring.  At  Leland  Stanford  he  will 
take  out  his  Ph.  D.  degree  in  French 
with  Spanish  as  a.  minor.  He  will  do 
considerable  work  in  the  department 
of  general  literature. 

He  has  taught  in  the  B.  Y.  U.  for 
three  years.  Before  he  came  here  he 
had  taught  eight  years  at  the  L.  D. 
S.  University,  one  year  at  Lehi  and 
one  year  at  the  University  of  Utah. 
He  taught  nearly  all  the  German  given 
at  the  state  institution  that  year. 

He  received  most  of  his  training  in 
German  and  French  from  Professor 
Barker  and  Professor  Russell.  In 
other  languages  he  has  been  his  own 
teacher  in  the  main.  One  of  his 
favorite  lines  of  research  is  in  the 
comparison  of  the  juxtaposition  of 
consonants  in  the  Romanic  and 
Teutonic  languages,  but  as  the  needs 
of  this  institution  are  for  scholarship 
and  literature,  he  will  spend  his  time 
on  a different  phase.  He  may  take 
out  his  degree  in  literature. 

It  is  his  theory  that  as  Latter-Day 
Saints  we  are  supposed  to  come  in 
contact  with  all  people  of  the  world, 
and  to  do  our  best  work  we  have  to 
be  linguists.  It  is  his  main  ambition 
to  promote  the  study  of  languages 
among  the  people  whose  chief  mission 
is  communication.  He  wishes  to 
serve  this  institution  by  teaching  such 
cultural  subjects.  In  connecton_  with 
the  church  he  believes  that  it  should 
have  some  student  of  ancient 
languages  whose  duty  would  be  to 
study  and  translate  old  manuscripts 
for  the  good  of  the  church.  Although 
his  work  is  in  a different  field  he  has 
offered  to  help  anyone  who  would 
care  to  do  it. 

Through  his  unusual  gift,  a phonetic 
ear,  he  will  be  able  to  do  much  in 
building  up  the  foreign  language  de- 
partment here.  While  we  regret  his 
absence  for  the  next  year  we  know 
he  will  come  back  with  renewed  en- 
ergy and  enthusiasm  for  his  work  in 
making  this  a school  for  leaders.
